erln, head of the Russian Soviet del 
egatlon to the economic conference 
isued a statement declaring its use 
less to discuss the reconstruction of 
Europe without also discussing arm 
aments. Amelioration

conditions is impossible while the 
"imperialistic 
countries" 
continue 
vast expenditures for the mainte 
nance of large armies he said 
Consideration of the Russiaa ques 
tion by the international economic 
and financial conference began today, 
with the meeting of the Russian com 
mission appointed yesteiday by the 
conference chairman. Premier Facta 
of Italy. 
The clash between the Russians 
and French at the opening session, 
was still the subject of excited com 
inent as the delegates gathered to 
day.Announcement by George Chitch 
erin, head of the Soviet delegation, 
that Russia was prepared to support 
any proposals that would avert war 
or lighten the burden of armament 
was accepted as a fling at the French 
military policy by Louis Barthou, 
who heartily declared that France 
•would refuse to discuss disarmament 
at Genoa 
"While Mr Llojd George appealed 


to the delegates to adhere to agenda 
as adopted bv the supreme council 
at Cannes, he made the flat declara- 
tion that "unless he Genhoa confer- 
ence leads to disarmament, it will 
be a failure " 
"We meet on equal terms," he 
said, "provided we accept equal con- 
ditions 
We are not heie as allied 
and enemy states; we are not here as 
belligerents or neutrals, we have not 
come together as monarchists or 
republicans or Soviets. We are as 
eernbled as the representatives of 
all the nations and peoples of Eu- 
rope to$eek out in •common the best 
methods for xestoring tho shatterec 
prospeuty of this continent 
But il 
we meet on terms of equality It 
must be because v» e accept equal con 
ditions. 
"These conditions inviting the pow 
«rs were laid down at Cannes They 
apply to all alike 
We fully accep 
them ourselves, they are the only 
conditions on which we can consent 
to deal with others I will summarize 
them in two or three sentences 
"The first is. when a country en 
ters into contiactural obligations 
with another country of its nationals 
for \alue offered that contract can 
not be repudiated when ever the 
country 
changes 
its 
government 


without returning Miiw. 
"The second is th it no country can 


wage war on the institutions of an 
oth<>r 
"Tho third is that one nation shall 
not engage in aggressive operations 
against the territory of another 
"The fourth is that the nationals 


of one country shall be entitled to 
impartial justice in the courts of an 
other 
"If any people reject these elemen- 
tary conditions of civilized inter 
course between nations, they cannot 
be expected t6 be received into tire 
comity of nations. 
The principal committee of the 


conference, composed of the chie 
delegates of all states represented 
and attended by experts of various 
delegations assembled this morning 
in the Palazzo reale 
Extraordinary police precautions 
were taken at the palace, and forces o 
military and police lined the mam 
etreet leading to the meeting place 
The delegates today made every 
preparation to settle down to th 
serious technical work of the con 
gross, accepting, for the moment a 
least, the idea expressed yesterday 
by Mr. Lloyd Geoige and Premier 
Facta that the agenda as arranged a' 
Cannes provided a sufficient cargo 
for the conference ship, with the 
danger of wrecking it if new anc 
controversial problems were added. 
Admission of Russian and German 
representativ es to the principal com 
mittee of the economic conference 
was strongly opposed today bv both 
Frnoh and Belgian representatives 
Premier Lloyd George together with 
Premier Facta and Foreign Minister 
Schanzer of Italy intervened, how 
ever, and their conciliatory attitude 
finally resulted in the admittance of 
both the Russians and the Germans 
The opposition to the presence o 
the delegates from the two countriei 
was an outgrowth of the Franco 
Russian incident a the opening ses 
sion of the conference. M. Barthou 
for France, but more especially M 
Theunys for Belgium, placed them 
selves in opposition to the German 
and Russian representatives bein 
' admitted to 
principal 
committe* 
while the representatives 
of 
the 


smaller countries which fought with 
the allies were excluded 
Premiers Facta and Lloyd George 


and Signer Schanzer maintained i 
would be impossible not to permi 
the Russians and the Germans to 
be represented on 
the 
committee 


which was to deal chiefly with th 
problems affecting 
Germany 
and 


Russia. 
The discussion became so heated 
that Mr. Llojd George declared em 
phatically that if such an intran 
sigeant spirit was going to prevai 
it might be as well immediately t 
break up the conference, the prin 
cipal object of which was to readmi 
Russia and Germany to the European 
family. 
The work of conciliation undertak 
en by Premier 
Facta and Signor 
gchanzer was finally successful in 
bridging the crisis and securing th 
admission of the Russian and Ger 
man representatives. 
The discus 
sion over the membership of the com 
mittee arose at the first meeting o 
that body this forenoon. As origin 
ally planned, it comprised British 
French, Italian, Belgian, Japanese 
German and Russian delegates. 
In 


addition to these, representatives o 
Poland. Rumania, Switzerland and 
Sweden were admitted this afternoon 
after the morning's argument in 
which Premier Theunys of Belgium 
urged the desirability of having the 
smaller countries represented.

GENOA POOR PLACE 


FOR CONFERENCE 


Rapollo, Italy, 
April 
11—The 
Genoa conference is easily the most 
"extended" on 
record—twenty-five 
miles of diplomats scattered along 
the rugged Italian 
seacoast with 
mountains between them. If there 
is any advantages m keeping rival 
delegations from seeing one another, 
this conference is well located. But 
it would be hard 
to prsuade the 
breathless delegates who pass their 
days and nights in motor cars or 
suburban trains that long distance 
diplomacy is desirable. 
When the 
delegaes commute, they wish they 
had motored, and when they motor 
they wish they had taken a tram 
The railway 
passes through 
a 
score of tunnels between Rapallo and 
Genoa in which the cars are hot and 
dark, and after half a dozen trips 
the glorious glimpses of the sea be 
gin to lose their charm. The motor 
road is highly 
picturesque 
but it 
crosses and recrosses the railway 
many times. As trains are frequent 
the crossing gates are closed much of 
the time with impatient Russians, 
Letts. Jugo Slavs, Czecho-Slovaks. 
Esthonians and Lithuanians stalled 
along distant crossings. 
Newspaper 
con espondents 
are 


obliged to do a constant marathon, 
as many of the delegations are lo 
cated in hotels so far up the moun- 
tain sides that neither motor cars 
nor carriages can reach them. 
It 
takes men who are a combination of 
Alpine climbers and long distance 
walkers to cover the scenery over 
which this conference is sprinkled.

Bill Is Presented to Senate 


This Afternoon By the 


Finance Committee. 


Rates are Slightly Higher \ 


Than'Those of Payne- 


Aldrich Bill. 


Washington, April 11 —The admin 


istration tariff bill as rewritten b; 
senate finance committee Republi- 
cans on the basis of foreign valua- 
ton with provisions for flexible rate* 
and proclaimed American valuation 
as recommended by President Hard- 
ing was presented today to the sen- 
ate. It was announced that It Would 
be taken up April 21. A long fight is 
in prospect with some estimates that 
it might continue for three months. 
Taken as a whole the bill, accord- 
ing to estimates of committee ex- 
perts, averages slightly higher thaw 
the Payne-Aldrich law, the last Re- 
publican protective tariff act. An 
compared with the house measure, 
the specific rates generally are high- 
er, but the ad valorem rates gener- 
ally are lower as such rates in thet 


I house bill were based on American 
, valuation. 
Treasury experts have 
"estimated roughly that the bill will 
raise from $300,000,000 to 0350,000,- 
000 of revenue annually, but that 
they have not yet had time to com- 
plete an accurate estimate. 
The house measure was estimated 
to raise $300,000,000 while the Under- 
wood law yielded between J200,000.« 
000 and $300,00,000. 
With regard to the agricultural 


schedule, one of the largest in the 
bill the report said the "committee 
adopted the policy of giving to agri- 
culture the measure of protection 
that has been accorded to other in- 
dustries with due consideration toT 
the needs of all sections and of all 
industries " 
The rates in the schedule generally 
averages higher than those in the 
iiouse bill and include a large num- 
ber of items which were on the free 
list in the Underwood bill, but placed, 
on the dutiable list in the emergency 
tariff act now in force. 
As a general rule, the rates writ- 


ten into the agriculture schedule are 
about the level demanded by the 
senate Republican farm-tariff bloc. 


Committee experts stated however, 
that with few exceptions the rates. 
in the agricultural schedule would 
not exceed 25 per cent 
This sched- 
ule embraces meats, eggs, vegetable* 
generally, fruits and practically all 
other products of the farm. 
The

One-half cup cooked 
asparagus, 


1-2 cup finely chopped cooked car 
rots, 2 tablespoons flour, 2 table- 
spoons butter, 1 cup milk, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 2 
eggs. 


Rub asparagus through a strainer. 


The carrots may be chopped or put 
through a strainer. Melt butter, stir 
in flour and slowly add milk, stirring 
constantly. 


Add vegetables and cook two min- 


utes. Remove from fire and stir in 
well beaten eggs. Season with salt 
and pepper and pour into well but- 
tered molds. 
Put molds in a pan 


of hot water and bake 45 minutes 
in a moderate oven. Turn molds out 
to serve. 
Pea Timbales 


One cup pea pulp, 1-4 teaspoon 
grated onion, 3 eggs, 2 tablespoons 
milk, 1 tablespoon melted butter, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 
1-4 teaspoon paprika, few gratings 
nutmeg, 1-2 teaspoon sugar. 


Rub peas through a sieve. Add 


seasonings 
and eggs 
well beaten. 
Pour mixture into well 
buttered 


molds and bake in a pan of hot 
water as in preceding recipe. Serve 
with a white sauce to which strips 
of pimento have been added. 


Chilled Vegetable Timbales 
These are very nice to serve with 


cold sliced meat or fish. If you have 
several vegetables left and can't get 
to market try this recipe. 


One carrot, 1 turnip, 1 beet, 1 cup 


cooked asparagus, 1-4 cup minced 
pimentos, mayonnaise, 1 tablespoon 
gelatine, 1-4 cup cold water, 1 cup 
boiling 
water, 
1-2 cup 
whipping 


cream, 1 teaspoon lemon Juice, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 
tiny pinch mustard. 
Scrape carrot and- pare turnip. 


Cook until tender and cut in small 
dice. Cook beet and slip skin under 
cold water. 
Cut in dice and add 
asparagus cut in short lengths. 


Add enough mayonnaise to mois- 


ten. 
Soften gelatine in cold water 


and dissolve in boiling water. 
Let 


stand till cool and Just ready to set. 
Add to first mixture and when a soft 
.lelly fold in the cream whipped stiff. 
Season and let stand till firm and 
very cold. 


It will take about four hours to set 


firmly. Cut in slices and serve as a 
garnish for cold meat or fish.

Other 
expenses, including rents, taxes, interest, advertising, etc., were 12 cents.
